WA5HINOTON, June 37 W)— The text of President Truman's statement 
today on Koiea: ' • 

In Koreo the sovernment forces, which were armed to prevent border 
raids nnd to preserve Internal security, were attacked by Invading forces 
from north Knrci. The security council of the United Nations called 
upon the invading troops to cease hostilities and to withdraw to the 3Bth 
parallel. Tills .they have not done, bat on the contrary have pressed the 
attack. The security council called upon all members of the United 
Nations to render every assistance to the United Nations In the execution 
of this resolution. 

In these circumstances I have ordered United Blates air and sea forces 
to give the Korean government troops cover and support. 

Tho attack upon Korea makes it plain beyond all doubt that com- 
munism has) passed beyond the use ol subversion to conquer Independent 
nations and/will now use armed invasion and war. 

It has defied the orders of tho security council of the United Nations 
Issued to preserve international peace and security. In these circum- 
stances the occupation of Formosa by communist forces would be a direct 
threat to the security of tho Pacific area and to United States forces per- 
forming their lawful and necessary functions In that area. 

Accordingly I have ordered tho seventh fleet to prevent any attack on 
Formosa. As n corollary of this action I am calling upon the Chinese 
government on Formosa to cease all air and sea operations against Uie 
mainland. The seventh fleet will see that tills Is done. The determination 
of the future status of Formosa must await the restoration of security 
In the Pacific, a pence settlement with .Japan, or consideration by tho 
United Nations. * ^- .

• ACHESON AND CONGRESS 
Secretory of State Acheaon lanald to be 
aoundinft out congress to see if the lawmak- 
ers want to meet with him rcjjularJy to dls- 
cuss foreign affairs, In the manner of their 
recent get-together in the capltol. 

Tills seems fin excellent plan, provided- 
both sldos do their utmost to break down 
the formidable barrier that atlll exists be- 
tween them. Not much headway was made 
toward a better understanding in thclrflrst 
meeting. 

Next time out the participants will bene- 
fit if their conference la less of a perform- 
ance. The noise and glare of nowureel and 
television equipment made the discussion it- 
aelf almost incidental 'the last time. 

For his part, Achcson in the future must 
behave less like a professor of international 
law and more like on approachable human 
bolng. There's no excuse lor frosty aloofness 
In a meeting where the whole aim is improv- 
ed understanding nmong'menT ~~ 
Maybe the next session should be held In 
a non-air conditioned - building in the heat 
of Washington's aummer, w the aecretary 
would have to doff his ooat and tie. Then wo 
might get the atmosphere of informality that 
fits the occasion. 
As for congress; though It has a right to 
- ■ e-xppct warmer treatment from Acheson, 
■houldn't flxpect him to make over -his per- 
sonality completely to auit the lawmakers. 

Criticisms of his mode of dross, his natural 
speaking delivery and other perhaps Innate 
* traits are unfair and unwarranted. We're 
not all cast In the aame mold; those who 
frown on people who are different Just be- 
cause they're different really are defining 
their own shortcomings. 

The legislators owe it to tho secretary, 
furthermore, to come prepared to talk about 
the issue at hand. No useful purpose ' 
accomplished If they seek to convert the sea- 
alon into a propaganda field day for the air- 
ing of their individual pet gripes about our 
foreign policy. 

The most responsible lawmakers dldnjl 
open their mouths lost tuna. It Is to them. wo 
look for wise guidance of fuch discussions 
into fruitful channels. If they fall down, the 
wild-swinging propagandists will dominate 
the scene. 

This is a promising experiment at bridging 
the gap between congress and the executive 
branch which has ao often in history handl' 
capped the conduct of American affairs. It' 
deserves to succeed.
